AVIATION   FIELD   NEARBY 

WILL   BE   IMPORTANT 


The  new  aviation  field  that  will  soon 
appear  on  the  turnpike  opposite  the 
school  but  about  a  mile  down  the 
turnpike  toward  Boston  is  now  being 
started.  There  will  be  two  runways 
both  about  1500  feet  long  of  gravel, 
one  parallel  with  the  pike  and  the 
other  at  right  angles.  Along  the  pike 
there  will  be  a  filling  station,  restaur- 
ant, garage,  parking  space,  and  a 
hangar  for  five  planes.  The  company 
plans  to  do  considerable  work  in  all 
the  departments  of  aviation  such  as 
passenger  service,  assembling,  repair- 
ing, and  teaching.  Short  flights  will 
be  given  for  passengers,  and  there  is 
the  prospect  that  flights  will  be  made 
for  men  who  want  to  spend  week-ends 
in  Maine  with  their  families  without 
wasting  the  time  going  over  the  road. 
Hangar  space  will  be  rented  as  anoth- 
er source  of  income.  Besides  this 
there  will  be  an  aviation  school  where 
mechanics  and  pilots  both  can  be 
turned  out.  Already  thirty-five  pup- 
il's are  signed  up  for  this  course. 
There  will  be  both  a  resident  pilot 
and  mechanic  at  the  field.  This  field 
will  probably  go  into  operation  early 
this  summer.
